The ballots have been distributed. 
This is an increase of 100,000 bal­ 
lots over those in the primary of 
1916, when 200,141 ballots were 
cast for corporation commissioner, 
the most important office* to be 
filled by statewide vote. 
Liberal allowance for the vote 
of women, who participate in a 
state election for the first time, and 
the vote of the returned soldiers 
and sailors from the war causes 
election authorities to estimate Ok­ 
lahoma's vote this year at 40*0,00$. 
Voting In the primary elections Is 
considerably lighter than in the 
general election, the records show. 
In 1916 111.003 votes were cast 
for all opposing candidates in the 
democratic statewide primaries, and 
55,16)9 in the republican primaries, 
while in the general election for 
president that year, th# vote was 
148,113 democratic, 97.233 repub­ 
lican and 45.190 socialist. Approx­ 
imately 250,000 votes of all parties 
in general November Elections baa 
been about normal for Oklahoma 
since statehood, according to elec­ 
tion statistics.

A United States Senator will be elected this year for the six years beginning .March I, 1921, and it is 
of great importance that the j^eople of Oklahoma be properly represented in the United States senate during 
this period. 
I do not know your politics and am not deeply interested in knowing them, but I do feel that the appeal 
I am making to you rises above and beyond party politics. 
I had the honor to represent the producers of oil in the matter of Federal taxation from November, 1917, 
up to the* present time, and in that capacity I came in contact with the men of both houses of congress who 
have to do with the tax legislation and who prepared and enacted all of the tax bills under which the rev­ 
enue of the government has been collected. 
Early in 1918, at the recommendation of the president of the United States the writing of a new tax 
bill was taken up in the ways and means committee of the house. A committee representing the oil producers 
appeared before that committee, filed briefs and made arguments in support of their contention, and about 
the only thing they succeeded in having written into the bill as it came from the house was the right to de­ 
plete against leases the same as fees. 
* 
After the bill went to the senate, it was referred to the finance committee of that body. The present Unit­ 
ed States Senator, Hon. Thos. P. Gore, was and is a member of the Finance Committee of the Senate, and im­ 
mediately took a deep and lasting interest in our welfare and went his length to see that we received just 
treatment and were protected from the ruinous policy of the 1917 law relating Jo our business. 
^*rom the time the bill went into the Senate Finance Committee and during the time it was considered by 
that committee, during its debate in the Senate and after it passed the Senate and went into conference with 
the Senate and House Committee, Senator Gore was energetically engaged at all times in seeing that justice 
was done our business. He was recognized in the Senate Finance Committee, a body composed ofmble men, as 
authority upon questions relating to oil and gas, and particularly to depletion and depreciation. 
A few of the things that were written in that bill largely through the instrumentality of Senator Gore, are 
as follows: 
* 
* 
First, Valuation of property Mardi I, 1913, for depletion purposes. 
Second, Valuation of new discoveries since 1913, at the time of discovery as a basis for depletion. 
Third, A 20 per cent tax on sales in lieu of the surtax on the same. 
Fourth, Consideration of small corporations where the individuals therein devote the whole of their time to 
the business, and where capital is not a material factor in the business. 
Senator Gore was also instrumental in preventing the laying of a two cent per gallon tax on gasoline and 
through his efforts, kept that tax out of the 1918 bill. 
The enactment of the 1918 law saved (billions of dollars of unjust taxes to the producers of oil throughout 
the United States and it was no simple thing for Senator Gore to devote months of steady, resolute and com­ 
prehensive work he gave tp that bill. 
There is a gigantic; debt existing at this time, and there will hp many years of enormous taxation. The tax 
gatherer naturally follows the course of least resistance, and with the idea that everybody engaged in the oil 
nosiness is coming money, will endeavor in the future as rn the past, lo levy unjust tax on this industry, not 
knowingly, but because of the misinformation and the misunderstanding that exists about our business. 
Senator Gore is now a member of the Finance Committee and if reelected will continue to die a member of 
that committee probably during the whole of his term of m r years, and when these matters affecting vitally 
our business and interests come again before the Senate Finance Committee, tim need of a man who under­ 
stands our business and wishes to bo fair toward us, w ill be very great indeed. 
I feel this matter very deeply, and I think it would be a height of ingratitude on the part of the men engag­ 
ed rn producing oil, to fail to return Senator Gore at this election.

By fading to rptum him, you yourselves will be the sufferers, not him. We have great need of a strong man 
on the Senate Finance Committee for many years to come, and our own best interests-will be served by keep­ 
ing the man who has served us so well and faithfully.
